EXPORT SUMMARY 


The United States exported $2.67 billion of horticultural products to all 
countries in fiscal year (FY) 1986 (October 1985-September 1986), up 2 percent 
from FY 1985. Exports to destinations other than Canada were $2.07 billion, 
an increase of 7 percent over the previous year. Exports to Canada are 
undercounted by a significant, and apparently growing, margin; many shipments 
cross the border without being recorded. The depreciation of the dollar, 
increased promotional expenditures, and plentiful supplies contributed to the 
export increase. 


Shipments to Japan jumped 18 percent in FY 1986, accounting for over one half 
of the increased sales to offshore destinations. Grapefruit, lemons, almonds, 
frozen potatoes, canned and frozen corn, and canned fruit were the big gainers 
in the Japanese market. Exports to other East Asian and Pacific countries 
were up 7 percent; table grapes and oranges accounted for much of the growth. 
Sales to Western Europe were up 9 percent, lead by grapefruit, raisins, and 
dried prunes. 


Horticultural product exports to all destinations in September 1986 were $205 
million, approximately equal to exports in September last year.

General Developments 


—-The International Trade Show--FOODEX, Harumi Pier, Tokyo, Japan, the most 
important annual food and beverage exposition in Asia, is scheduled for March 


10-14, 1987. USDA has reserved an area to accommodate 55 individual booths in 
the U.S. National Pavilion. Over 1,000 firms from 20 countries participate in 
FOODEX-Harumi, welcoming more than 120,000 trade visitors. For further 
information please write or call: FOODEX '87, FAS/Processed Foods Division, 
Room 4944-S, U.S. Department of Agriculture, Washington, D.C. 20250, Tel:

—-During the first year of the U.S.-IsraeliFree Trade;Area Agreements fin), 
September 1985-August 1986, U.S. imports of horticultural products from Israel 


increased 24 percent to $54 million. Major growth items, in terms of dollars, 
were oranges, grapefruit sections, tomato products, flowers and other nursery 
products, and concentrated lemon juice. During the year, there was no change 
in the import duties for flowers, nursery products, tomato products, and lemon 
juice. The duty for oranges was reduced, and the duty on grapefruit 
sections—-equivalent to 3 percent ad valorem—-was eliminated at the onset of 
the FTA. Minor items showing significant growth during the FTA’s first year 
included canned apricots, canned vegetables other than tomatoes, frozen 
carrots under 4 inches long, and miscellaneous sauces. Tomato products, with 
27 percent of the total value, remains the most important group of commodities 
imported, but the relative importance of tomato products has dropped sharply 
from earlier years when they accounted for as much as 56 percent of U.S. 
horticultural imports from Israel. U.S. exports of horticultural products to 
Israel increased 64 percent to $9.2 million during the FTA’s first year. Tree 
nuts and dried fruit accounted for 70 percent of the value.

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UPDATE 


—-On Sept. 24, 1986, Mexico reduced import duties on kiwifruit, dried prunes, 


and beer. The duties on kiwifruit and prunes drop from 45 percent to 30 
percent. The duty on beer was reduced from 45 percent to 40 percent. There 
are no official minimum prices established for any of these products. 


--U.S. imports of horticultural products from Caribbean Basin Initiative (CBI) 


beneficiary countries were $397 million during the first 8 months in 1986. 
Imports excluding bananas and plantains were $120 million, up 17 percent from 
last year. Imports of items which previously were dutiable were $48 million, 
a 33 percent gain over 1985. Items that were duty-free before the CBI program 
began showed no import growth overall. The Dominican Republic, Costa Rica, 
Guatemala, Honduras, Jamaica, and Belize accounted for 95 percent of U.S. 
horticultural product imports, excluding bananas and plantains, from the CBI 
area in January-August, 1986.

UPDATE 


--The importation of South African agricultural products has been banned by 


the United States and Canada. U.S. imports of horticultural products from 
South Africa consist mainly of canned pineapple, fresh apples, apple juice, 
and canned peaches. Together these four items constituted nearly 60 percent 
of the $49 million in horticultural products taken from South Africa during 
calendar 1985. The U.S. ban on imports of South African horticultural 
products will result in a shift by U.S. importers to other foreign suppliers 
with total availability of these items in the United States only marginally 
affected. South Africa supplied 6 percent of U.S. imports of canned pineapple 
and apple juice, 12 percent of U.S. apple imports and 22 percent of canned 
peach imports in 1985. The U.S. market accounts for only a small part of 
South Africa’s total horticultural exports. 


Canadian imports of horticultural products from South Africa totaled about $30 
million during 1985. Although, South Africa is not the leading supplier of 
any horticultural product to Canada, its absence in the Canadian market should 
present marketing opportunities for U.S. exporters. This is true particularly 
for fresh apples. Canadian apple imports from South Africa in 1985 were 
valued at $13 million compared to $24 million from the United States. 
Increased sales of raisins, oranges, and fresh and canned deciduous fruit also 
are anticipated. 


--On Sept. 29, 1986, Singapore extended expiration date labeling requirements 
to 12 new products. The horticultural products on the revised list are 


raisins, pasteurized fruit and vegetable juices, and vitaminized fruit and 
vegetable juices. The expiration date can be shown anywhere on packages, 
provided it can be clearly seen. 


--The Philippines has liberalized imports of a number of horticultural 
products by removing them from the prohibited import list. Imports of these 


products no longer require prior approval from the Central Bank. 
Horticultural products affected include inshell, shelled and roasted almonds 
and walnuts; inshell and shelled pecans and filberts; dried prunes, apples, 
pears, peaches, apricots, and figs; canned peaches, fruit cocktail, plums, 
dried prunes, and strawberries; canned cherries in retail packs; cut flowers; 
and potato chips. Fresh fruit remains on the prohibited list. 


-—-France’s retail food structure continues to become more concentrated and 
dominated by large supermarket chains. According to a recent market survey, 
almost 25 percent of France’s food shops will disappear by 1995, as 
supermarket and hypermarkets gain in influence. About 2 percent of food 
stores now account for 56 percent of total food sales. 


--In Japan, institutional food and beverage sales increased 4.4 percent in 


1985. The continued growth in the Japanese food service industry is expected 
to create opportunities for many U.S. food products. Japanese restaurants and 
hotels are already a major market for many imported horticultural products 
including wine, frozen vegetables, french fried potatoes, and canned peaches. 





UPDATE 


Citrus and Products 


--U.S shipments of fresh citrus to Taiwan are expected to continue strong 


during the upcoming season despite a projected increase in the size of 
Tawian’s domestic crop and aggressive marketing efforts of competing 
suppliers. Grapefruit imports in particular have grown rapidly in recent 
years and soon may replace oranges as the leading citrus import item. Local 
grapefruit production, although expanding, is limited. Marketing of the 
domestic grapefruit crop is hindered by a relatively short period of 
availability (Oct.—Dec.) and by consumer preference for sweeter imported 
fruit. Taiwanese grapefruit consumption has surged in response to efforts to 
promote it as a diet or health food. Orange import volume could fall somewhat 
this year in response to larger domestic supplies of oranges and tangerines. 
South Africa can be expected to offer stiff competition for U.S. exporters in 
Taiwan as it seeks to replace lost sales in other markets due to import 
sanctions. South African citrus generally is priced below U.S. product. This 
in part is due to quality considerations but also reflects greater pricing 
flexibility attributed to a weak currency. This season, South Africa 
reportedly is offering to share equally with Taiwanese importers any losses 
incurred in handling South African citrus.

--The Turkish Government has established an export subsidy for fresh citrus. 
Effective Oct. 30, 1986 the government has been granting a subsidy of 30 liras 


(4.2 U.S. cents) per kilogram on all exports shipments of oranges, tangerines, 
grapefruit, and lemons. Additionally, if the fruit is shipped by Turkish 
trucks, the trucking company is granted a subsidy of 40,000 liras ($56.53) per 
ton of citrus transported. 


UPDATE 


-—-The Government of Japan announced on September 22 a fresh orange import 
quota of 29,500 tons for the second half of 1986/87 (October 1986-March 1987). 
This brings the total allocation for April 1986-March 1987 to 115,000 metric 
tons, an increase of 11,000 tons from the previous year in accordance with the 
U.S.-Japan Trade Agreement of 1984. Almost 100 percent of Japanese orange 
imports continue to come from the United States. 


Fresh Non-Citrus 


--Sweden’s 1986/87 import opening date for pears was Nov. 5. Import licenses 
for pears are not required from the opening date until June 30, 1987. 


——The French government granted $5.4 million for the "renovation" of fruit 
orchards in 1984/85. More than half was spent for the improvement of apple 


orchards. The figures in the table below are specific French government 
subsidies and do not include the subsidies given to encourage the plantation 
of tree nuts (almonds, walnuts, filberts and chestnuts) in France.

UPDATE 


Chile is attempting to diversify its grape export markets. An official 
mission from Chile’s Animal and Plant Health Agency (SAG) visited Japan in 
early October to discuss the development of a treatment program for fruit 
exports, mainly grapes, from Chile. A proposed protocol for cold treatment 
tests on fruit-fly infested fruit is under consideration by Japan's Ministry 
of Agriculture, Forestry and Fisheries (MAFF). The proposed program will be 
conducted in Northern Chile and will cost $280,000. The Fruit Committee of 
Chile’s export association has offered to assume 89 percent of the cost. 
Prior to committing the funds, the export association requested SAG to send an 
official mission to Japan to ensure that the proposed program meets Japan’s 
requirements. The mission is Chile’s first step to penetrate the Japanese 
market by complying with MAFF requirements. In 1985 Chile exported 232,000 
tons of table grapes valued at $219 million. Shipments to the United States 
accounted for 78 percent of the volume and 84 percent of the value. 


Dried Fruit and Nuts 


—-Turkey’s 1986 dried apricot production is estimated at 25,000 tons, three 
times that of the previous year, according to the U.S. agricultural attache in 
Ankara. Since the domestic market is limited, the bulk of the crop will be 
exported. Currently, exporters are engaged in heavy competition among 
themselves. Such competition is causing declines in export prices while 
pushing prices to growers upward. In early October, exporters were paying 
around 1,000 liras per kilogram for dried apricots. At an exchange rate of 
693 liras per dollar, and taking into account f.o.b. costs of about 150 liras 
per kilogram ($216 per ton), exporters could offer dried apricots at $1,660 
per ton, f.o.b. Offerings, however were at $2,000 per ton f.o.b. to the 
United States in early October.

—-Walnut supplies in major producing countries will be down slightly during 


the 1986/87 season. Larger crops in China and India were insufficient to 
offset shortfalls in France, Italy, Turkey, and the United States. Although 
the 1986 U.S. crop is forecast 13 percent lower, and supplies down 7 percent, 
exports during 1986/87 are expected to fall only about 3 percent. U.S. 
exports will benefit from a number of factors. Japan opened its market to 
U.S. inshell exports and the EC rolled back its import duty on U.S. inshell 
walnuts to 8 percent from 30 percent. The Walnut Marketing Board was 
allocated $9 million in TEA funds to aid market development efforts. Supply 
and distribution totals for walnuts appear in the statistical section.

Other Processed Fruit 


—-U.S. exports of canned peaches and canned fruit cocktail increased 33 
percent and 17 percent, by volume, respectively, during the first 4 months of 


the 1986/87 season (June-September). Virtually all of the growth has been in 
shipments to the Far East, especially to Japan, where exports have recovered 
from the depressed levels of the previous two seasons. Exports of canned 
peaches to Taiwan increased significantly. 


Vegetables 


--U.S.Imports of fresh vegetables and melons from Mexico increased by 5.6 
percent in volume in 1985/86. Most of the increase can be attributed to 


larger shipments of tomatoes and cantaloupes.

—-The Canadian government is investigating alleged dumping of U.S. onions. 
The British Columbia Vegetable Marketing Commission contends that yellow 


onions are being dumped into British Columbia from the states of Washington, 
Oregon, California, and Idaho. The action affects about 15 or 20 percent of 
the $12 million per year of U.S. onion exports to Canada. A preliminary 
determination of dumping is scheduled by mid-January.

-—Imports of canned mushrooms accounted for 65 percent of U.S. apparent 
consumption in 1985/86. The following table replaces that which appeared on 
page 11 of the September 1986 Horticultural Products Circular. This table 
contains complete 1985/86 data, which were not available September.

Nursery Products 


—-The U.S. Department of Agriculture imposed a ban on the entry of all plant 
propagative materials from Israel effective Nov. 1, 1986. The ban was imposed 
because of recent findings of Egyptian cottonworm (Spodoptera Tittoralas) on 
plant cuttings imported from that country. The prohibition does not include 
propagative materials of seeds, flower bulbs, ferns or other plants 
established in growing media, nor does it affect the entry of cut flowers. 


Wine, Beer, and Hops 


-—-The Province of Quebec, Canada has announced that tts provincial liquor 
stores will list an additional 28 American wines. Additional new listings may 


be announced in March 1987. 


—-On Oct. 1, 1986, the Dominican Republic eliminated the import ban on wine 
which was imposed June 1986. This provides an excellent opportunity for ; 


American wine exporters to expand their presence in the Caribbean area. 


--The Liquor Control Board of Ontario, Canada (LCBO) agreed toa special test 


promotion of U.S. wines. This promotion occurred from Oct. 13 to Nov. 9 and 
involved 30 retail outlets. This promotion was the first held by the LCBO for 
wine from one specific country and represented a distinct effort on the 
Board’s part to feature U.S. wines in its retail outlets. 


-—-The Government of Colombia has removed U.S. wines from its list of 
prohibited imports. Wines with less than 10 percent alcoholic content are 
banned in Colombia, therefore, imports of wine coolers will remain prohibited. 


--Effective Sept. 26, 1986, Mexico is requiring import permits for the entry 


of wine coolers in its free trade zones. The zones encompass bands along the 
United States and Guatemalan borders, the states of Baja California, Baja 
California Sur, Quintana Roo, and part of Sonora. 


PISTACHIOS 


UNCERTAIN PROSPECTS IN PISTACHIO TRADE 


Pistachio nut supplies in 5 major producing countries are expected to be down 
about 7 percent due to an off-year in the alternate bearing cycle of pistachio 
trees. A large on-year U.S. crop of 31,752 tons is insufficient to offset 
small crops in Greece, Italy and Turkey. Iran is the world’s leading producer 
and exporter of pistachios and details of its 1986 crop are unknown. Crops in 
on-years usually range between 50,000 and 60,000 tons and in off-years between 
30,000 and 40,000 tons. Despite a 1986 U.S. crop which is two-and-a-half 
times greater than 1985, and a projected 23 percent increase in supplies, the 
export outlook for 1986/87 is uncertain. The trade ramifications of 
countervailing and anti-dumping duties imposed on imported Iranian pistachios 
by the U.S. International Trade Commission (ITC) are not fully known. 


Imports of pistachios, particularly from Iran, long have accounted for a 
substantial portion of U.S. supplies. On Sept. 20, 1985, members of the U.S. 
pistachio industry filed anti-dumping and countervailing duty petitions with 
the U.S. International Trade Commission and the Department of Commerce. 
Following Department of Commerce findings of unfair trade practices, the ITC 
determined that imports of raw and roasted pistachios from Iran constituted a 
threat of material injury to domestic growers and processors. Combined 
anti-dumping and countervailing duties of 283.8 percent currently are in 
effect for raw inshell pistachio imports from Iran. A countervailing duty of 
317.89 percent ad valorem recently was imposed on roasted inshell imports from 
Iran to counter circumvention of the duties on raw pistachios. 


These measures should slow imports into the United States. However, imports 
will continue and are expected to account for one-fourth of U.S. supplies in 
1986/87, down from 46 percent in 1985/86. Some of this season’s imports will 
come from Iran, brought in by importers willing to shoulder the heavy duties, 
but most will come from non-traditional suppliers. Since April of this year, 
the leading source of U.S. pistachio imports have been Afghanistan, Mexico, 
and Turkey. Effective Dec. 18, 1985, country-of-origin labeling is required 
for all imported pistachios sold in the United States. 


Official U.S. trade statistics show increasing pistachio exports. These data 
indicate the volume of exported inshell, shelled, and prepared and preserved 
pistachios increased 5, 15, and 19 percent respectively in 1985/86. On the 
other hand, California Pistachio Commission reports of overseas shipments show 
a decrease in pistachio nut exports. Reportedly, a portion of 1985/86 
exports, as officially reported, were re-exports. U.S. pistachios will face 
tough price competition in its principal export market, the Far East. Iran is 
expected to increase activities in the region to offset lost sales to the 
United States Trade sources report offerings of new crop Iranian product at 35 
percent below the U.S. price in that market. 


The USDA approved $200,000 in funding under the Targeted Export Assistance 
(TEA) program, Section 1124 of the Food Security Act of 1985, to assist the 
California Pistachio Commission with promotional activities in overseas 
markets in 1986/87. Market development programs have been launched in Japan, 
Singapore, Hong Kong, Taiwan, and Malaysia. The programs emphasize in-store 
promotions which stress the quality and freshness of California pistachios.

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FILBERTS 


WORLD FILBERT TRADE: NO THREATS TO TURKISH DOMINANCE 


Turkey’s 1986 filbert (hazelnut) crop is forecast at 300,000 tons (inshell 
basis), up 43 percent. Turkey is by far the world’s leading producer, often 
accounting for about 70 percent of world filbert supplies. Italy ranks a 
distant second with 20 to 25 percent of world supplies. The United States and 
Spain share the remainder, seldom exceeding 10 percent between them. The trend 
in world filbert production is toward larger output. However, the tendency of 
filberts to bear well only in alternate years can mask production direction. 
Supply and distribution tables for major filbert producers appear in the 
October Horticultural Products Circular. 


Turkey dominates international trade in filberts, and annually exports about 
65 percent of its total supplies while Italy, Spain, and the United States 
export 59, 13, and 30 percent, respectively. 


The majority of Turkey’s exports are in the shelled form, and traditionally 
the European Community, particularly West Germany, is Turkey’s biggest market. 
Other major European buyers include France, the United Kingdom, and 
Switzerland. In addition, the Soviet Union has become an increasingly 
important filbert market for Turkey. 
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FILBERTS 


Exports to the United States have represented less than 3 percent of total 
Turkish shipments of filberts. Turkey nevertheless dominates the U.S. import 
market, accounting for 93 percent of shelled and 100 percent of inshell 
imports in 1985/86. However, historically Italy has been more prominent in 
the inshell filbert trade. 


Earlier reports that the nuclear accident at Chernobyl harmed the Turkish 
filbert crop appear to be exaggerated, according to Foreign Agricultural 
Service staff in Turkey. At the beginning of the harvest season in August the 
Turkish government instituted a testing program that required samples of all 
filberts destined for export markets to be submitted to the atomic energy 
authority. The testing program is still in progress and to date all samples 
submitted for testing have been certified for export. 


Filberts are produced in the northern Black Sea provinces of Turkey and are an 
important source of revenue to farmers. Exports from September 1985 to April 
1986 were valued at $208.5 million, down 19 percent from the same period in 
1984/85. Total value of filbert exports for the full 1984/85 season was 
$310.6 million. 


The Turkish government establishes a Minimum Grower Price (MGP) each season 
for filberts. Short supplies and favorable free market prices prompted 
Fiskobirlik (Union of Filbert Marketing Cooperatives) late last season to 
terminate support purchases. Prior to termination, support prices were 67,500 
liras ($101) and 65,000 liras ($97 1/) per 100 kilograms for round and long 
pointed inshell filberts. The Turkish government imposes a Minimum Export 
Price (MEP) on filberts when it believes it is necessary to prevent price 
competition among exporters. The Minimum Export Price was abolished on May 
23, 1986. The MEP prior to abolition was $330 per 100 kilograms of shelled 
round filberts. In late October, export prices ranged from $290 to $380 per 
100 kilograms, shelled. 


Turkey has imposed an export tax on filberts since the beginning of the 
1980/81 season. The tax is intended to prevent excessive price increases 
within Turkey. The proceeds of the tax are destined for the price support and 
stabilization fund which is used to finance the operation of the MGP program. 
Currently, the tax is $100 per 100 kilograms. In order to promote filbert 
exports to certain markets, (the United States, Canada, Mexico, South America, 
Japan, China, and other major Far East countries) the export tax is reduced by 
$15 to $85 per 100 kilograms for shelled, round, mill-run quality filberts.

RAISINS 


BRITISH RAISIN MARKET GROWING 


U.S. raisin exports to the United Kingdom have risen dramatically over the 
past three years, owing to an effective California Raisin Advisory Board 
(CALRAB) advertising campaign and competitive pricing of the California 
product. In the first eight months of 1986, the United States has become the 
second largest supplier of raisins/sultanas to the United Kingdom, accounting 
for 16 percent of the market. With this success, the United States has become 
the dominant third country supplier to the United Kingdom. This is a 
considerable achievement when compared to three years ago when the 

United States held less than a 4 percent market share. (These data differ 
slightly from either shipment statistics or consumer purchasing research which 
portray an even more favorable situation. ) 


The increase in U.S. raisin exports could well continue given present currency 
relationships, problems encountered by South Africa, and less competition from 
Australia and Afghanistan. The United Kingdom market for raisins and sultanas 
in calendar year 1986 could reach 80,000 tons with the United States supplying 
between 12,000 and 13,000 tons. Traders’ expectations for 1987 are even more 
optimistic with a possibility of U.S. raisin exports to the United Kingdom 
approaching 20,000 tons. 


The minimum import price (MIP) system has become a permanent feature of the 
European Community’s dried fruit regime and currently poses no threat of 
countervailing duties to importers of California raisins. The MIP in late 
October was 836 pounds sterling per ton, c.i.f. (exchange rate $1.00=1.69 
pounds sterling), but is anticipated to rise to 860 pounds sterling in light 
of changes in the co-efficient calculation. Landed prices for California 
raisins are approximately 950 pounds sterling per ton, well above the MIP but 
proving very competitive with other-origin, lower-—quality, dried vine fruit 
requiring recleaning. 


United Kingdom retail distribution of California raisins has improved 
Significantly over the past few years with current distribution at an all-time 
high. This situation provides a sound basis for effective continuation of the 
CALRAB UK campaign which has been successful to date in increasing consumer 
awareness, household utilization, and retail turnover of California raisins as 
well as expanding the total UK market for dried vine fruit. The latter fact 
has done much to offset criticism of the program by our competitors. Future 
CALRAB plans call for additional television advertising, consumer and trade 
press advertising, poster campaigns, and public relations support.
